humanity crouched In many a sheltering 
nook and corner, driven, however, even 
fiom these places either by the police or 
the searching gusts of driving, rain-laden 
wind. 


The unhappy dw.-llers, in this nether 


plane of existence have attained a mode 
of life which might be described as al- 
most sub-human. A good meal h:is been 
known to cause convulsions and even 
death. Destitute people in this appall- 
ing condition &rft pi mii^y to 


creatures who have gone days on •hijrt- 
ened ^rations. 


These homeless outcasts of our society 


seldom spend more than a penny or two 
at a time for food, and when the luxury 
of coal is enjoyed at all it is purchased

families are disrupted or swept out of ex- 
istence from starvation, exposure, and 
the disease resulting therefrom. 


WITH THE DOCKERS. 


Outside the London dock gates each 


morning one may witness some harrow- 
ing sights. In the darkness before dawn 


hundreds of men crowd together In the 
little, courts and passages near by wait- 
Ing for the gates to open. 


As the hour draws near, huge chains 


are stretched across the dark entrance, 
to prevent the men from "rushing" the 
approaches. It Is dui in* the brief wait 
just before the opening that the struggle 
for life takes pl^ece. Starving men who 
have waited all" night—sleeping on the 
pavement without any cover nave'what 
might bo afforded by a piece of ne.ws- 
paper—will battle with each other for a 
place' In the line. It Is here one witnesses 
the literal application of the adage that 
"the weakest go te the wall."

In the last few weeks three important 


affairs of honor have taken place In dif- 
ferent parts of the world. England. Ger- 
many, and Cuba have contributed to tha 
contestants. Statesmen, society men, and 
society belles have been Involved; and 
old time believers in the "code" are 


one another if the good old days when the 


•presentation of a card called for the appointment of 
seconds and a quiet meeting with pistols or swords 
are coming bach into vogue. 


• The startling news that Earl Percy, one of the most 
prominent of the younger noblemen of England and a 
candidate for parliament from Kensington, had fallen 
Jn a duel fought on the outskirts of Paris under the 
strictest observance of the rules prescribed by the 
code of honor, first brought to the world's attention 
the fact that the duel to the death had not been 
entirely disregarded by England's young men of the 
titled class. 
With its publication, made only after 


.strenuous efforts of the young nobleman's Influential 
friends to suppress the news, there began to arise 
Whispers of other duels fought under similar circum- 
stances on the continent by young Englishmen. Tha 
phrase in which Lord Percy gently intimated that a 
meeting was desirable: 
"You would not dare to say 


that to me on the continent," is declared to have teen 
used time and again by Englishmen who have quar- 
reled in their native land and gone across the channel 
.to settle their difficulties quietly and without a breath 
Of the facts ever becoming generally known, 
* * 


Cuba's Duelists Both Wounded. 


On the same day th:it the cause of Lord Percy's 


^jdeath was made known news came from Havana of 
£ duel involving two young statesmen of Cuba and of 
such a sensational nature as to excite the whole island. 
.The combatants were Sefior Silvio de Cardenas, son of 
the mayor of Havana, and Sefior Napoleon Galvez, a 
member of the city council and son of the premier of 
Cuba during the Spanish-American war. 
The duel 


took pjaoe with all the punctiliousness and formality 
of the old time affair, with the result that both con- 
testants suffered severe wounds. 


Berlin, however, supplies the most remarkable of 


the stirring duel stories of recent days. 
Two young 


women studying medicine became infatuated with the 
same young man and settled their difficulties with a 
duel. One of the girls was wounded, honor was "sat- 
isfied." and the affair came to an end in a blaze of 
glory fqj- the two young women, who immediately be- 
came the heroines of the town. 


Other minor affairs of this nature have occurred 


•with considerable frequency of late. 
The Spanish 


minister at Havana is said at present to be confined 
to his home by a severe wound suffered In a duel in 
which he killed his opponent. The duel, long regarded 
as discarded by civilized nations with the exception of 
France, where dueling has been reduced to a fine 
Innocuous art, seems to be taking on new life and 
flre-eaters who insist that the day of the duel was 
the day when honor was highest and manners best ara 
looking eagerly forward to a revival of the traditions 
of the code.

and Stephen Decatur. afterwards killed by Commodore 
Barron In a famous duel, was his best friend.

Decatur the Innocent Cause. 


Decatur and Somers were accustomod to addressing 


eine another in extremely familiar fashion, and on ono 
occasion Decatur" called Somers'-a ft>ol in the presence 
of several fellow officers. 
Later Somers was astound- 


ed to find that these same fellow officers refused to 
drink wine with him. explaining that they would be- 
little themselves by accep-tlng the 
hospitality of a 


man who failed to resent such an obvious casus belli. 
Somers promptly responded by challenging all of the 
Officers, five In number, the duels to be fought all on 
one day. • 
: Tbe challenges were accepted and. with Decatur as 


his second. Lieut. Somers began his task of taking 
and returning the fire of five men In succession. 
In 


the fh-st duel Somers was wounded In the right arm. 
In the second a bullet went through his thigh, and in

Duel Famous in Naval Annals. 


The duel between Commodore Decntur and Com- 


modore Barron. in w-hich tho former lost his life, is, 
of course, the most famous duel in American naval 
annals, and with the exception of the Hamilton-Burr 
affair 
the most famous iluel in American history. 


Commodore Barron at the time of the duel was second 
in command of the navy and Decatur only a few 
numbers below.

The meeting took place on March 22, 1820, and Bar- 


ron, who was the 'challenger, was tb« victor. 


It Is remembered that the dueling distance in these 
clays was ten paces, or thirty feet, it will be seen that 
a challenge usually meant death for ejrie of the com- 
batants.

to fight with their pistol muzzles but a yard apart.

The duel whereby Earl Percy met his end Is the 


most important affair .of its kind that has occurred 
in a decade. Earl Percy was the heir of the duke of 
Northumberland and one of the most promising of the 
young British noblemen who have devoted themselves 
to politics. A brilliant scholar at Oxford, a prize wfh- 
ner in English verse, and a .man who at 38 had made 
his mark in parliament, he was looked upon by all as 
one of the coming men of the empire. At the time 
when he became Involved in the fatal trouble he was 
a candidate on the Conservative ticket for Kensington, 
with a practical certainty of achieving a brilliant vic- 
tory and of adding great prestige to his.party and to 
himself.

Then at the moment when he seemed about to fulfill 


the promise of his youth, this brilliant scion of the 
Northumberlands. so it Is said, made a slighting remark 
about a friend's wife. The details probably never will 
be known fully to the public. This ranch is known, 
however: the woman's brother sought Earl Percy out 
and studiously insulted him In public. The latter, main- 
taining his dignlf,ed manner and speech, paid: 


"Might I mention the fact that you wouldn't dare to 


say that to me on the continent." 
" I will say it to you at Paris," wa.s the answer, 


"with all that it implies." 


Then they parted. 
Earl Percy sought out his two 


brothers, and the trio took the night boat for Calais. 
The aggrieved brother followed with two friends a day 
later. 
Two days after the insult had been passed in 


London the parties met by appointment in the out- 
skirts of Paris, and without delay a duel was arranged 
in the early morning In a deserted forest. With no wit- 
nesses the two young men faced 
on", another at 


twenty paces with old fashioned dueling pistols in 
their hands. « 


"One, two, three!" rang the voice of the umpire! 


Earl Percy fell at the first fire, a bullet having pene- 
trated his left lung. He was removed to a nearby hotel 
and surgeons announced that he would recover. But the 
young earl .Insisted on working on a political speech 
which he was to deliver in Kensington within a few 


days. a.nrl this overexertlon brought on pleurisy which 
caused his end. Thus perlfihed one of the brightest 
lights of British nobility, the last Englishman to die 
in a formal dueL

The duel in Berlin between the two love maddened

MEETS TRAGIC 


DEATH IN 


Two Men Are Swept Over 


Horseshoe Falls by 


Raging Torrent. 


NIAGARA FALLS, N. T., March 5 


Struggling against the raging torrent, 
two men -went to their death In the 
rapids of the Canadian channel of the 
upper Niagara river this afternoon. 
Their wrecked boat at the foot of the 
Horseshoe Falls, while a couple of 
broken oar blades floating around 
above the Ice bridge, are all that re- 
main to tell their story- 


The men were flrst seen at Port 


Day by James Cassldy and William 
Hill, two employes of the State reser- 
vation. Cassldy heard a yell and saw 
two men struggling against the cur- 
rent above 1600 feet from the Ameri- 
can shore and about 500 feet above 
the head of the rapids. Soon the boat 
struck the rapids and overturned and 
the men disappeared. 
Later the wreckage appeared 
at

H. Foley, cashier for F. W Eaton, 
treasurer of the Pacific States Tele- 
phone Company, is In the cltv prison, 
charged with embezzling about $5000 
from the company. 
The exact sum 


Is not known, although Foley said 
tonight that the-amount he is accused, 
of taking is about $5400. He was ar- 
rested this afternoon by Captain J. J. 
Culllnan of the Morse patrol, who had 
been investigating the case, and Is 
being held until a formal charge can 
be placed against him. 


When arrested Foley said, accord- 


ing to Captain Cullinan: 


"Well. I guess I'll have to take 


my medicine." He then told the 
detective that on one occasion he 
hnd lost S4400, which be was 
taking to the bank. 
Four thou- 


sand dollars of the amount, he 
said, was in $1000 bills. 


He said he was afraid to tell 
his sn|»erior«i of the loss, for fear 
he would not be believed, and 
that he ha«l never been able to 
make up the amount, although he 
had concealed the deficit. 


"MUST TAKE MEDICINE." 


When reminded that $1000 bills 


would be easv to trace, Foley said: 
"Well, there's no use talking about It. 
I'll have to take my medicine." 
As 


to his guilt or innocence he would 
have nothing to say. 


"This Is not the time for me to 


talk,*' hb said. 
"When the time 


does come I'll have something to 
say that will surprise people. 
I 


will make tho telephone company 
sorry for this. Tilings will come 
out that they will not want re- 
vealed." 
He then asked what the telephone 


people had to say about the case. He 
was told that he was accused of hold- 
ing out money and then changing the 
figures in his books to conceal the 
fact. 


"Changing figures!" he exclaimed. 


"They don't tell about themselves." 


FAMILY KXEW ABOUT FT. 


"This thing will turn out all light," 


he went on 
"I have no fear of the 


outcome. 
My family knows all about 


the affair and so does my brother. 
When the time comes for me to make 
a statement everything will be an my 
side." 


Foley is about 30 years old, slender, 


well dressed and intelligent looking, 
of the type that may be seen by the 
scores in the business district. 
He 


has a wife and a young child at San 
Mateo, where his brother, James J. 
Foley, an architect, also lives. 
His 


parents live at Burlingajne. 
For several months up to about 


four weeks ago Foley conducted a 
moving picture show at San Mateo. 
He attended to it at night, his wife 
looking after the ticket office. 
It was 


a matter of general knowledge that 
the venture did not pay. 
Several 


times Foley was unable to pay his 
employes, and the wages duo the op- 
erator of the picture machine are said 
to have run up to $500. 
The opera- 


tor then became a partner with Foley 
in the business, which was shut down 
about a month ago, the lease expiring 
and the rent being raised. 


DIDN'T PLAY THE RACES. 


How much money Foley lost In this 


venture is not definitely known. 
He 


is not known to have speculated in 
stocks or have played the races, and 
he is not a drinking man, so far as 
can be ascertained. On the contrary, 
he was known as a home man, de- 
voted to his family. 
Foley has Been In the employ of 


the Pacific States Telephone and Tele- 
graph 
Company for 
some fifteen 


years, working up from messenger 
boy. 
He was one of the most trusted 


employes of the company, attending 
to the handling of the cash that came 
In other than was derived from the 
rental of telephones. 


Large amounts passed through his 


hands and the utmost confidence was 
placed in him. 
It was only recently 


that suspicion was directed toward 


(him, and when the matter was called 
to the attention of Treasurer Eaton 
he refused at first to believe that any- 
thing was wrong 
Captain Culllnan 
was placed on the case and Foley's 
books were examined, with the result 
that he was arrested today.

Men Shatter Cars With Stones and Crews With 


Police Escorts Are Beaten and Chased Through 


Streets—Outbreak the Most Serious of 


Philadelphia Trouble 


(BY J. J. O'NEIL^ 


PHILADELPHIA. March 5.—Absolutely defying the order* 


of the police and the mayor, about 3000 of the 6000 striking carmen, 
and about twice that number of sympathizers, this afternoon held 
a parade which marched around the City Hall and then moved 
upon Independence Hall, the home o' the'old Liberty bell. 


Although there was no great vio.ence during the course of the 


parade itself, immediately after its breaking up there folio Ared a. 
series of attacks upon cars which sent truckloads of policemen 
racing toward half a dozen different sections. The worst riot was 
at Twelfth and Walnut streets, right in the heart of the city. There 
a mob of about 3000 men and boys drove the crew from a ca", beat 
them and the policeman who was on ii-uard upon the front platform, 
and then started to shove the car off the tracks. One hundred 
policemoi on motor trucks were whir'ed down there and a squad of 
mounted^ men twenty-five strong followed, with their horses at full 
gallop. 


It was the most warlike scene since the beginning of the strike. 


For a few minutes the foot policemen seemed lost in the midst of 
a seething mob, but gradually they appeared again, driving every- 
thing in front of them. They were ahead of the mounted nun, the 
latter riding in a line abreast that swept the streets, and, swinging 
their clubs like cuirassiers' swords, came as a most welcome rein- 
forcement. When Walnut and Twelfth streets were cleared about 
fifteen persons were found to be hurt from clubs and horses' hoofs. 
The car had all its windows shattered and neither its crew nor its 
blue-coated guardian could be found in the neighborhood.

But the Bell followers are not idle with 
their tongues, and as Miller of Visalia is the most 
prominent opponent of their man, the Bellites have 
started the story that Miller was once indicted in 
Sacramento for participation in land frauds. The in- 
dictment was quashed, but the good old Demcu-'-at'C 
way is to let no prominent man escape. 


Is an Affinity a Slave? 


The so-called "white slave" bill that 
has 
just 


passed Congress has caused a fearsome stir in certain 
circles, and particularly on the stage. As all the world 
knows, there are many affinities among the actor 
folk, and now it seems these affinities, if traveling 
from state to state, become felonies. 


Under the terms of the new law if a .man finds a 


soulmate in Xew York and brings her with him to 
San Francisco he has committed a felony. For his 
little escapade he may be sent to prison for ten j'ears 
or fined up to SoOOO. His little love trip is a felony. 


If a leading man and a leading lady take a fancy 


to each other and decide- to wandar along the circuit 
for a time without disturbing tn<? rest of any minister, 
why, that's a felony, too—ten years or $5000. So this 
white slave law is very aj t to interfere with joy-riding 
up and down the land. Already there is consternation 
in the east, and the consternation spreads rapidly. 


In the Debtors' Prison 


There is some talk here and there that one of the 


jails in Xew York—Ludlow street jail—is the Ameri- 
can Marslvalsca; a true debtors' prison. It is always 
full, and back of the charges against the inmates is 
always an effort to collect a bill. 


Xow. of cour.-e we ha-e all along prided ourselves 


that we have abolished imprisonment for debt. 
But 


we havr done nothing Of the sort. The cold fact is, a 
very large part of the work of our police department 
right here in San Francisco ;s the collecting of bad 
debts. 
Men are arrested right along on trumped-up 


charges and are let out of jail as soon as they pay up 
their debts. 


But we have laws that directly permit imprison- 


ment for debt. The hott-1 man can throw in jail and 
keep there the man who leaves his hostel without 
paying. The chauffeur can immure the man who rides 
and doesn't pay. The law permits it and the court 
awards it. So, we haven't at all abolished imprison- 
ment for debt. 


The Tales That Are Told 


The other night in a merry company at the Palace 


Hotel the talk ran high and toward the domain of 
Baron Munchausen or Sinbad the Sailor. John Lewis, 
the Portland millionaire and clubman, rather led the 
yarn-spinning for a time and finally put over this one:

How Things Grow With Time and Distance 


In the last number of the Strand Magazine is a part 


j of the reminisc-enccs of Eugene Sandow, the strong 


j man. who is now the Muldoon of England—and more, 


j He is quite the fad, and so, of course, has "remi- 


niscences." In this last number he takes up San Fran- 
cisco and his great fight with a lion at the Midwinter 
Fair. 


Well, to hear Saudow tell it now, there were 40,000 


people packed in a great tent; the lion broke a three- 
inch iron pole and nearl_y ate up everybody—would 
have done so but for Sandow—and he had a most 
furious encounter, greatly to the astonishment and ap- 
plause of the entire 40,000.

In these times of discussion of the high cost of 


living the egg as produced by the domestic hen is 
receiving a share of attention. 
This 
food product 


plays an important part in the daily life of the average 
citizen, appearing as it dors in various 
roles fro-n 


"soft boiled" to the more insidious decoction, eggnog. 


The egg market, as is also the dairy produce co-i-. 


sumed in this city, is controlled by the Armours, 
Swifts and a local concern, Xye & Xissen. At pres- 
ent this combination is engaged in one of its anmul 
functions of preparing to irake a fortune out of tl e 
consumers of eggs next winter. They are enabled 
to do this by reason of the cold-storage plants they 
control. 
Producers of eggs are now being paid 18 . r 


19 certs a dozen for that breakfast food, that price 
being fixed by a wash sale en the Produce Exchange. 
Some dealer, by agreement, offers to sell five thoi - 
sand dozen eggs at 20 cents. Xo actual sale takes 
place, but as per arrangement this bogus offer fixes 
the price for the day and the producer is paid thr.t 
and no more, but considerably less, commissions for 
doing him up being duly deducted from the amount 
due for his consignment to the purchasing house' 


These eggs now being purchased by the combina- 


tion for eighteen cents a do?cn will be placed in cold 
storage and sold to a possibly egg-hungry public next 
December as "A Xo. 1 fresh ranch eggV at GO to 7"» 
cents a dozen. The genuinely fresh ranch eggs of 
Xovcmber and December wll be sent to Nevada o- 
some other still higher priced market and the sum 
of $1.10 a dozen exacted for them. If the housewif.- 
is inclined to be skeptical 01 this score, let her bu:. 
recall what she paid for eggs last December and sh<- 
will be convinced that the Mtuation of that time it 
to be repeated. 


I Poultry and eg-gs are kept in cold storage for 7 


year without showing deterioration to other than ar 
expert. 
The cold-storage egg may be detected by 


holding it to the sun or other bright light, when i'l 
will be found to differ from the fresh product in that 
the yelk or yellow of the later is clearly denned in 
form and outline, while in the long-stored egg the 
yelk is barely, if at all, distinct from the white. An- 
other test is in the cooking, the yelk of the col<i 
storage article being a dark yellow and disposed to 
"run" into the white instead o' retaining the individual 
consistency as does the yelk of a fresh egg whc.n 
boiled. 


It has been suggested that this cold-storage egg 


trust mjght be put-to rout by a law prohibiting such 
storage of any food product for a continuous term 
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of more than thirty days. 
Under such a regulation 


the egg- trust would be 
forced 
to sell the stored 


product at figures made by the demand or throw the 
eggs into the bay as the fish trust now does with 
surplus fish. Or still further copying the practices of 
the fish combine, the egg men might sell their surplus 
supply\ to the vegetable garden men as a fertilizer. A 
vegetable garden with an omelette dressing might 
prove an added attraction to the suburbs of the city.

The Government's regula- 
tion of the outflow from the lake will not interfere 
with the Hammon syndicate's electric light and power 
purposes. The syndicate will also by the deal shift to 
the Government the responsibility for all overflowed 
property on the lake shore, in case there is any con- 
siderable overflow by reason of closing the gate of 
the dam for certain periods. Owners of property, who 
have invested a lot of money in improvements, are 
determined to make i joint fight against the Gov- 
ernment to prevent an overflow, or, in case of damages, 
to sue it.

Topolobampo on the Pacific Coast of Mexico fifteen 
years ago to found a communistic and co-operative 
colony, one that only dreamers could possibly'coun- 
tenance for a moment.

business in Liverpool to help form and lead the colony 
to a new paradise. He lost all his money and nar- 
rowly escaped death. Most of the colonists died from 
tropical diseases. 
He and a dozen others managed, 


after much pirvation, to reach San ..Francisco. Since 
then and up to the time of his death he made a fair 
living as a fire insurance solicitor, ffc was probably 
the last survivor of that disastrous Topolobampo 
colony venture. In money, the colonies lost over a 
quarter of a million dollars and most of them lost their 
lives from either yellow fever or maliria.

Jfte Re/urn From f/ie Chase. 


Theodore Roosevelt will be •welcomed home from his hunting 


expedition by "his countrymen with genuine enthusiasm—an enthus 
iasm that will not be altogether political in its inspiration. It is not 
expressive of the "Back from Elba" sentiment or a spirit of politi 
cal revolution. It will be a wholesome, honest regard for a man who 
has enhanced his reputation by feats of manly adventure in a for- 
eign land. 


Mr. Roosevelt's captivating personal 
qualities have never 


shown to better advantage than during his pursuit of big game in 
the wilds.of Africa. Under the free sky of the open veldt, with the 
Ananias Club, the Big Stick, the turmoil of politics and the conten- 
tions engendered by factional strife and personal antagonisms far 
behind him, khaki-clad and rifle in hand, he appears as a bold anc 
inspiring figure. The frontier and its heroes are not so far in the 
past of American experience that the feats of the marksman and 
the iavader of forest wilds have ceased to enthrall the interest of the 
old and hold captive the imagination of the young. Mr. Roosevelt 
as the successor to the traditions of Natty Bumppo, Meriwether 
Lewis, Kit Carson and Buffalo Bill, appeared in Africa as the com- 
petitor for the laurels of Allan Quatermain, Paul Du Chaillu and 
Frederick Selous. 


In reality he held to the noblest ideals of the daring huntsman. 


Despite the laudations of a politically-inspired claque, the faking of 
foolish admirers and unscrupulous space writers he has borne him-j 
self with a modesty that becomes and dignifies greatness. Nothing 
he has ever written is so free from egotism, so ingenuously yet 
robustly entertaining as the narrative of his hunting experiences in 
the Dark Continent. His studious silence regarding domestic poli- 
tics and current events at home is a tribute to his tact and sound 
judgment. 


We have felt impelled by a sense of public duty to criticize 


more than once Mr. Roosevelt's official acts, but nothing gives us 
greater pleasure than to say that the ex-President has heightened 
the esteem felt for him by his countrymen by what he has done and 
written (and left unsaid) while engaged in the noble and hazardous 
sport of chasing ferocious beasts in the jungles of Africa. He has 
enriched science with the spoils of a chase both memorable and 
spectacular and has given the world a story of hunting adventure 
that is brimful of vivid, human interest and free from the blemibh 
of self-praise and exaggeration. 


High as Mr. Roosevelt's place is in the gallery of American 


statesmen, he holds a still higher and warmer place in the affections 
of the people by reason of the eagerness and frank enthusiasm of 
his vitality, his intense humanness and his fondness for those pur- 
suits and activities \\hich demand courage, endurance, self-denial, 
energy and perseverance. As a mighty hunter Mr. Roosevelt is a 
preux chevalier and altogether admirable; as the narrator of his 
own exploits he is a faithful, modest, yet deeply interesting story- 
teller, a historian sans peur et reproche.

Predaceous Pretensions. 


While asking Congress to confer upon him extraordinary and 


' unprecedented honors (and corresponding emolument) as a recogni- 
tion of his discovery of the North Pole, Robert E. Peary refuses to 
let the House Committee on Naval Affairs have possession of the 
memoranda and data of his expedition to the pole or allow the same 
to be submitted to impartial scientific investigation. The proofs 
have been privately examined by Peary's friends in the National 
Geographic Society, but public access to them is denied. The 
reason assigned for the refusal is that Mr. Peary desires to make 
•use of them in a series he has contracted to furnish magazines and 
newspapers. 


In other words, Peary wants the government to reward him 


sight unseen for goingpn an expedition, leaving scientific discovery 
as its ostensible but financial profit as its real object. 


Professor Gannett of the coast goedetic survey and one of the 


members of the National Geographic Society which accepted 
Peary's proofs, told the committee that Peary would not let the 
committee have the proofs for public purposes, because he wanted 
them for use in newspaper and magazine articles. The professor 
said he had no doubt that Pear)- discovered the pole and argued 
strenuously in favor of jumping him over the heads of a great num- 
ber of distinguished naval officers as a reward for his discovery. 


• Professor Gannett, it may be remarked, is a civilian employe 


of the government, as is Peary, and therefore has no sympathy with 
the usages and traditions of the navy. 


But while Peary's proofs should be examined by 'some compe- 


tent and impartial body, the material issue is not whether he did or 
did not reach the North Pole 
He was in the service and pay of the 


government while conducting his polar explorations. He is turn- 
ing1 his explorations to the financial profit of himself and his friends. 
Even the collections of flora, fauna and geoglogical specimens he 


. made are being sold to fill his private purse. His wife recently sold 
la collection of meteorites for $30,000. He even denies the govern- 
ment an;inspection of the records of his explorations. Yet he de- 
mands that the government shall give him the rank and pay of a 
rear admiral in the navy, although he is not a line officer and is not 
qualified -by law for command on the sea. Having worked for per- 
sonal glory and profit at the expense of the government he asks 
that he be given, without adequate proof, honors he has not won 
or deserved, the granting of which would be an unjust discrimina- 
tion against a large number of faithful and able officer^ in the navy.

This notable figure 
In English church history was quite small physically, 
but very great Intellectually. He was scarcely more 
than five feet high, spare «.nd thin, with low fore- 
head, prominent cheek bones, small gray eyes and 
a face of heavy aspect when In repose. But he had 
a fine voice, and hie rhetoric was polished 
and 


graceful.

Elizabeth fjlnger, for majds do not ordinarily become 
fond In the marriage way of little men. It has been 
suggested that the young man's failure to Induce 
Miss Singer to become his wife Inspired the hymn 
which he soon afterward wrote, entitled, "Love to 
the Creatures Is Dangerous." 


"There must have been," says a writer, "some bit- 


terness in the pood doctor's heart when he penned. 


"Each pleasure hath its poison, too, 
And every sweet a snare." 


Miss ginger herself tried her hand at hymn writ- 


ing after her union with Thomas Howe, but no such 
distinction came anyways near her as was acquired 
by her discarded Ictver. Watts never married. 
His 


heart was true to Elizabeth. Sir. Rowe. who lived 
In London, had been for several years the Instructor 
of Watts prior to his infatuation with Miss Singer. 


Watt* was the oldest of nine children. At four 


years of age he began to learn Latin of his father; 
at six, went to Latin school and writing; at nine, 
began to learn Greek; at ten, learned French, and 
at thirteen, Hebrew. 
In 1683 he wrote, "I had ye 


smallpox." Through Dr. Johnson he was admitted 
to the select society of the English poets. 


Isaac Watts was born July I", 1674, In Southamp- 


ton, where his father was a deacon In the Congre- 
gational church, and had been more than once Im- 
prisoned because he would not conform to the rit- 
ual of the English church. 


After the accession to the throne of William o^ 


Orange, in 1688, when the religious tension of the 
time was loosened up a bit, young Watts was of- 
fered a free education by Dr. John Speed If he would 
abandon non-conformity. 
This he declined to do. 


He stuck to his studies, and In 1696 became tutor 
at Newlngton to the children of Sir John Hartupp. 
It was here that his affection for them led to his 
writing of "the voice of the sluggard," "the little 
busy bee," of the dogs that "delight to bark and 
bite," and the charming cradle 
song, 
beginning 


"Hush, my dear, He still and slumber." 


Watts preached his first sermon In Hark Lan«, 


London, July 17, 1698. Not a'great while later phy- 
sical infirmity attacked him, and health alternated 
with sickness until 1713, when, after a distressing 
attack of fever and neuralgia, Sir John Abney took 
tho forlorn bachelor to his own home In the London 
suburbs to be cared for. Watts long afterward wrote 
to a friend that he had Intended staying with Sir 
John only a single week, but his visit with this good 
man was prolonged to thirty years. He died Novem- 
ber 25, 174S, aged 76 years. ' Despite the gloomy at- 
mosphere of Fome of his lesser hymns, his theological 
views were generous and liberal.
